


1. On 8 January UTILITT stated that UJDOWN was slated to beoome the 
Chirnf of the llllltery Disciplinary Court for the new Bundesiwhr as well 
at hla current position aa Chief of the Civil Service Disciplinary Court. 
He Is reported to hare drafted a new code of regulations governing the 
conduct of this new Ullltary Disciplinary Court. UTILITT Intends to get 
hold of a copy of this In order to examine it for significant measures 
which may tend to Increase the power end Influence of UJDOWN.

This will be followed op 
by <CT his next meeting with UTILITT upon the latter’s return from 

his current 23-28 visit in Bonn.
